6. JOHN ALSO NOTES TEAT SOME INDIANS THINK ZIA

AND ADMINISTRATION WILL PROTECT HIM FROM ANY 
ANTI-DEMOCRATIC ACTIONS HE TAKES. I AM CONVINCED 
THAT ZIA DOES NOT BELIEVE BE HAS SUCH A TEFLON 
COATING. CHARLIE WILSON AND I HAVE TOLD HIM THAT 
UNLESS HE takes'PERSUASIVE AND CONCRETE STEPS WHICH 
PROMPTLY SETS PAKISTAN ON THE ROAD TO FREE AND FAIR 
ELECTIONS. OUR RELATIONSHIP WILL FACE CONSIDERABLE 
HAZARDS. PAKISTANI POLITICIANS WHOM WE RESPECT 
VOLUNTEER THE SAME ANALYSIS. ZIA TELLS US HE 
UNDERSTANDS AND APPRECIATES THE FACT AND WILL MOVE

7. SO, IN SUMMARY, YES - PAKISTAN AND INDIA ARE BOTH

THAT WAS NOT ZIA'S REASON FOR DISSOLVING THE ASSEMBLY. 
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
